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Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 

Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1. 1 .1 35. (35 U.SC 132)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In claim 1 , applicants propose to delete "solvates" which will 
overcome the rejection of Written Description. Applicants also propose to delete the limitation of "R2 is a C1-8 alkyl 
having a terminal carbon bound to one of the rings atoms of R1", which will also overcome the rejection of "Scope of 
Enablement". Applicants intend to amend the proviso in W which will exclude Z as NH. Applicants were advised that to 
overcome ODP, there needs to be patentably distinct subject matter over the claims of copending application. With 
respect to the "Scope of Enablement" rejection, the examiner intends to make a scope of claim rejection under 1 12/1 st 
which will be directed to the scope of substituents present at one or more variables. With regard to the 1 12/2 nd 
rejection, item 3(a) is addressed and will be withdrawn. As for item 3(b), applicants intend to address it by amendment 
to claims.
